6. Explosives specified in the first division, class 6 of tho rules published under 
Government of India’s Notification No. 1417, dated 24th June 1887, viz , safety cartridges, 
safety fuzes for blasting, railway fog-signals, percussion caps and, under certain conditions, 
fuzes for shells and tubes friction for guns brought as part of a geveral cargo, and whieh 
have been placed on board the vessels while lying in dock at ports of shipment, may be 
brought iato port and Janded at the docks or jetties in accordance with the regulations 
prescribed in that bebalf in the Port Commissioners’ Bye-laws. 

7. In order to avoid unnecessary detention, masters of vessels requiring the use of 
the powder-boat shall hoist a flag at the fore-topmast bead on coming in sight of the, 
magazine as a signal to the keepor to have the boat and coolies in attendance. 

8. Masters of vessels shall mark the names of their respective vessels on the barrels 
and packages ot ships’ gunpowder previously to their being landed : if not marked, they shall 
not be received by the magazine boat. 

9. Explosives shall not be landed or received into, or delivered from, the magazine 
when artificial lights are required to be used. 

The magazine-keeper shall give to the master of any vessel landing explosives 
‘at the magazine a receipt for the number of pack»ges, aud the magazine-koeper shall be 
accountable to such master for the re-delivery of such packages, G 

11. Before entering the limits of the port, the master of every vessel having explosives 
on board shall make and sign a declaration in writing that to his kuowledge and belief there 
is not on board any explosive exceeding the quantity prescribed in these rules. :

PLAGUE NOTIFICATION No. 2. 


Caleutta, the 10th February 1897. 


Iw exercise of the powers conferred by section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act, 1897, 
and by the Notification of the Government of India, Home Department, No. 302, dated the 
4th instant, the Lieutenaut-Governor is pleased to prescribe the following regulations for 
the inspection of persons travelling by railway or steamer within the territories subject to the 
Lioutenant-Governor of Bengal, and the segregation in hospital or in temporary accommo- 
dation of persons suspected of being infected with bubonic plague. 

1. In these regulations— 


(a) “Inspecting Officer” means a Medical Officer appointed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor to inspect travellers, and empowered to inspect and order th 
segregation of persons suspected of being infected with plague. 3 

(8) “Place of inspection” means the railway stations or steamer ghdts at which 
the Lieutenant-Governor has ordered travellers to be inspected, and includes 
the area round such stations or ghdts subject to the control of the railway 
administration or steamer company as the case may be. 

(0) “ Railway servant” means any person employed by a railway administration in 
connection with the service of a railway. 

(d) “Steamer servant” means avy person employed by a steamer company in connec- 
tion with the service of a steamer. 

(¢) “Hospital ” and “temporary accommodation” respectively mean a hospital and a 
place of temporary accommodation provided by a railway administration 
or steamer compauy under Regulation 9. 


2. Persons travelling by railway in the direction of Calcutta shall be inspected 
at the station of Khana onthe East Indian Railway, and at the station of Katihar on 
the Hastern Bengal State Railway. 

8. Persons travelling by steamer down the Ganges from the direction of the North- 
Western Provinces shall be inspected at Damukdia, 

4. Persons suspected by the inspecting officer of being infected with plague shall be 

mired by him to undergo segregation in hospital or in temporary accommodation for 
period of not less than seven days, which may be reduced at the discretion of the inspecting 
officer. 

5. All persons travelling by railway or steamer aforesaid who are required by the 
inspecting officer or by a railway servant or steamer servant or police officer to submit 
themselves to medical inspection shall comply with the instructions given to them, and shall 
not leave the place of inspection without the permission of the inspecting officer. 

All such persors who are required by the inspecting officer to undergo segregation 
in hospital or in temporary accommodation shall comply with the instructions given to 
them, and shall not leave the said hospital or accommodation without the permission of the 

ing officer. 

7. conducting the medical inspection of females, and in arranging for their segre- 
gation, the inspecting officer shall as far as possible have regard to the customs of the coun- 


The inspecting officer may disinfect, or, in his discretion, cause to be destroyed any 
article which he considers liable to convey infection, and the owner of any article so destroyed 
shall be entitled to receive such compensation as the District Magistrate considers adequate.’

PLAGUE NOTIFICATION No. 8, 


Calcutta, the 10th February 1897. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by section 2. of the Epidemic Diseases Act, 18972 
and by the notification of the Government of India in the Home Department, No, 302, 
dated the 4th instant, the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal is pleased to prescribe the follow- 
ing regulations for the inspection of ships or vessels leaving the Port of Calcutta, and the 
detention thereof, or of persons intending to sail therein :— 


1. Before leaving the Port all vessels, including buggalows and other native craft, shall 
be inspected by the Port Health Officer, who, if he finds ‘no reason for suspecting that any © 
person on board is infected with bubonic plague, shall deliver to the master a bill of h 
in the form annexed. 

2. If any person on board is suffering from, or is suspected by the Health Officer 
to be infected with, bubonic plague, the Health Officer shall order the vessel to be detained 
for not less thay seven days at the quarantine anchorage appointed by the Port Officer and 
to be thoroughly disinfected before departure. 

8. The Health Officer shall at the same time cause any person suffering from the 
plague to be removed to a plague hospital, and avy person suspected of being infected to be 
kept under observation for not less than seven days in the place appointed for this purpose 
by the Medical Board. 

“~4, If during the period of detention no fresh case occurs on the vessel and no person on 
board shows suspicious symptoms, the vessel may be permitted to proceed; and if during the 
same poriod the persons detained under observation are,proved not to be suffering from 
or any other infectious disease, they may continue their voyage. 

5. No pilgrim or other native passenger shall leave the port of Qaleutta for any. 
port,ia the Red Sea unless he has been under. continuous, medical observation for at. least 
seven days in a place appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor for that purpose and is 
eam free from, infection before departure by the medical. officer in charge of ‘such

4. The Health Officer may at any time, between sunrise and sunset, after giving such 
notice of his intention as shall, under the circumstances, appear to him to be reasonable, 
enter upow any premises and summarily cause to be cl the whole or any portion of 
them in such manner as tay appear to him necessary, provided that when an apartment 
is occupied by» female who, according to the custom of the country, dves not appear 
in public, the Health Officer shall give at least one hour's notice of bis “intention to 
enter such apartment, and shall afford her every reasonable facility for withdrawing form 
such portion of the apartment as he may desire to enter. 

- When a dwelling isso overcrowded or in such an insanitary state as, in the opinion 
of the Health Officer, to make the inmates thereof specially liable to an attack of the 
bubonic plague, the Chairman may, by a notice posted on some conspicuous part of the 
dwelling, require the owner or the occupier, if actually residing in the dwelling, or the 
tenants or the actual inmates thereof, to abate the overcrowding within 24 hours by reducing 
the number of lodgers, tenants or other inmates of the said dwelling as prescribed in the 
notice, or to vacate the dwelling. In default of compliance with the requisition in the 
said notice, the Chairman may summarily eject all the inmates, or reduce the number of 
inmates in such manner and to such extent as may appear necessary. Tne Vhairman shall 
provide the inmates so ejected, when vecessary, with temporary aczommodation, 

“6. When a case of plague occurs in any premises, the Chairman may, after giving 
reasonalle notice, summarily cause such’premises to be vacated and thoroughly cleansed 
and disiufecced in such manner as may appear to him necessary, and may cause all articls 
which, in the opinion of the Health Officer, cannot be properly aisiufected, to be destroyed. 
He may also, in consultation with the Engineer of the Corporation, cause to be removed 
all partitions, erections or portions of house walls which impede or obstruct ventilation. 
The premises shall not be reoccupied without the written permission of the Chairman. 
The Chairman shall provide the inmates thereof, whea necessury, with temporary accommo- 
Gation. 

7. If, in the opinion of the Health Officer, the destruction of any hut or shed is 
necessary to prevent the spread of the disease, the Chairman may, after giving reasonable 
notice, cause such hat or shed, and the materials of which it is constructed, to be dis- 
mautled and destroyed by fire or otherwise, 

O person, except the servants of the Corperation, shall pick up rags or other 
refuse in the streets or elsewhere ; nor shall rags or other refuse ba transported, except under 
such conditions as may be prescribed by the Health Officer, Any person picking up rags or 
other refuse in the streets or elsewnere shall'be liable to be arrested by the police. The 
Chairman may disinfeot or, at his discretion, cause to be destroyed, any collection of 
rags in rag-piokers’ houses or rag stores. 

9.. It shall be iawful for the Chairman to select a site and erect a hospital thereon, 
or to convert any house or other building into a hospital, for the isolation of patients suffering 
from the plague, in any locality which, in the opinion of the Health Officer, may be suitable 
for the purpose, In such hospital separate and suitable accommodation shall be provided for 
females, having regard to their rank and station in life. 

10. It shall be lawful for tie Chairman to select a site and erect thereon temporary 
accommodation, or tu convert any building, not being a place of worship, into accommodation, 
for the segregation of persons suspected to be infected with plague, or for the residence of 
persons compelled to vacate their houses under these regulations. The owner or lessee of 
such site or building shall not be entitled to claim from the Obairman anything beyond a 
reasonable rent for the period during which the site or building may remain in his oceupa- 
tion. Before vacating the building the Chairman shall cause it to be thoroughly cleansed 
and disinfected both iuternally and externally. 

11. The Coairman shall provide suitable conveyances, painted in a conspicuous 
manner, for the free carriage of persons suffering, or suspected to be suffering, from the 
plague, and for the free transport of any clothing, bedding or other articles which have beea 
exposed to infection ; and it shall be lawful to. drive or carry such conveyances through any 
public.or private thoroughfare. : 

om When in’ any dwelling there is a patient suffering, or suspected to be suffering, from 
the plague, the Health Officer may enter that dwelling at any time of the day or nighi, after 
giving such notice of his intention as shall, under the circumstauces, appear to him to be 
reasonab!

14. The Ohairman may, from time to time, by public notice, presoribe the manner 
in which the corpses of-plague patients are to be conveyed to burning or burial grounds. 

45. The Chairman may, in bis discretion, pay compensation to any person who has 
sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done under the powers conferred 
by these regiflations : provided, however, that no person shall be entitled as of right to claim, 
avy compensation whatsoever. ; ¢ 

16. All expenses incurred in carrying out these regulations shall in the first instance 
be paid from the Municipal Fond, but the Chairman may recover from any person auy 
amount which such person would under similar cireumstances be liable to pay to the 
Commissioners under the Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, 1888. 

_ 17. On the requisition of the Chairman, the Commissioner of Police shall give 
such assistance as may be necessary in order to enforce immediate compliance with any 


of the foregoing regulations.

PLAGUE NOTIFICATION No. 6. 


The 10th February 1897. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (Z) of section 2 of the Epidemic 
Diseases Act, 1897, and by the Notification of the Government of India in the Home 
Department No. 302, dated the 4th instant, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to prescribe 
the following regulations for preventing the spread of the bubonic plague in municipal towns 
in Bengal, other than Calcutta :-— ‘ 

1, ‘These regulations shall come into force from the date on which the plague may ‘be 
deolared by the Medical Board to be prevalent in any towa, and they shall remain in opera- 
tion until the Board declare the plague to have ceased in that town. 

2. In these rules “Fealth Officer” means the Civil Surgeon, and includes a Civil 
Medival Officer and an Assistant Surgeon in medical charge. 

3, Every male householder who becomes cognisaut of any case of the bubonic plague 
or.of fever with glandular swellings in his house shall give information of the same to the 
Health Officer with the least practicable delay. 

4, The Health Officer may at any time, between sunrise and sunset, after giving such 
notice of his intention as shall, under the circumstances, appear to him to be reasonable, 
enter upon any premises and summarily cleanse the whole or any portion of them in such 
manner as may appear to him necessary : provided that when an apartment is occupied 
by a female who, according to the custom of the country, does not appear in public, the 
Hoalth Officer shall give at least one hour’s notice of his intention to enter such apartment, 
and shall afford her every reasonable facility for withdrawing from such portion of the 
apartment as he may desire to enter. 

5. When a dwelling is so overcrowded or in such an insanita state as, in the 
opinion of the Health Officer, to make the inmates thereof specially liable to an attack of 
the bubonic plague, the Magistrate of the District may, by a notice posted on some 
conspicuous part of the dwelling, require the owner or the occupier, if actually residing 
in the dwelling, or the tenauts or the actual inmates thereof, to abate the overcrowdin 
within 24 hours by reducing the number of lodgers, tenants or other inmates of the sai 
dwelling as presoribed in the notice, or to vacate theedwelling. In default of compliance 
with the requisition in the said notice, the Magistrate may summarily eject all the inmates, 
or ee a eed er geod r such manuer and to such extent as may appear neces- 
sary. The agistrate 8 rovide the inmates so ejected, when necessary, i mpora 
accommodation. . . : ms en af 

6. When a case of plague occurs in any premises the Magistrate of the District may, 
after giving reasonable notice, summarily cause such premises to be vacated and thgrough- 
. cleansed and disinfected; and may cause all articles which, in the opinion of the 

ealth Officer, cannot be properly disinfected to be dvstr yed. He may also, in consultation 
with the District Engineer, cause to be removed all partitions, erections, or portions of 
house walls which impede or obstruct ventilation, The premi-es shall not be reoocupied 
without the written permission of the Health Officer. The Magistrate shall provide the 
inmates thereof, when necessary, with temporary accommodation. 

7, If,in the opinion of the Health Officer, the destruc tion of any hut or shed is 

y to prevent the spread of the disease, the Magistrate of the District may, after giviag 
reasonable notice, cause such house, hut or shed, and the materials of which it is constructed, 
to be dismantled aud destroyed by fire or otherwisé. : 

8. No person, except municipal servants, shall pick up rags or other refuse in the 

streets or elsewhere; nor shall rags or refuse be transported, except under such conditions as 









may be prescribed by the Health Officer.

9. It shall be lawful for the Magistrate of the District to select a site and erect a 
hospital thereon, or to avy house or other building into a hospital, for the isolation 
of patients suffering from the plague, in any locality which, in the opinion of the Health 
Officer, may be suitable for the purpose. In such hospital separate and suitable accommoda- 
tion shall be provided for females, having regard to their ravk and station in life. 

10. It shall be lawful for the Magistrate to select a site and erect thereon temporary 
accommodation, or to convert any building, not se di pe of worship, into acoommo- 

aation, for the segregation of persons suspected to be infec with plague, or for the residence 
of persons compelled to vacate their bouses under these regulations. ‘The owner or lessee 
of such site or building’ shall not be entitled to claim from i Magistrate anything beyond 
a reasonable rent for the period during which the site or building may remain in his occupation. 
Before vacating the building the Magistrate shull oause it to be thoroughly cleansed and 
disinfected both internally and externally. 

11. The Magistrate shall eT suitable conveyances, painted in a conspicuous 
manner, for the free carriage of persons suffering, or suspected to be suffering, from the 
plague, and for the free transport of any clothing, bedding or other articles which havebéen 
exposed to infection; and it sball be lawful to drive or carry such conveyances through 
any public or private thoroughfare. 4 

12. When in any dwelling there is a patient suffering, or suspected to be suffering, 
from ‘the plague, the Health Officer may enter that dwelling at any time of the day or 
night, after giving such notice of his intention as shall, under the circumstances, appear 
to him to be reasonable, and may take measures for segregating and isolating the patient 
within, or ina temporary structure attached or adjacent to, such dwelling. When the 

tient is a female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, the 

ealth Officer shall, if possible, depute a female doctor to examine her. When patients, 
of whatever sex or age, cannot be properly isolated at or in the immediate vicinity of their 
own houses, the Magistrate of the District may cause them to be removed to hospital. In 
the case of a female who, by the custom of the country, does mot apear in public all possible 
effort shall be made to preserve her purda. 

4 Provided that when the Magistrate ot the District is satisfied that suitable and sufficient 
accommodation for the complete segregation of infected and suspected persons and efficient 
medical attendance have been provided by an association of families, he may exempt such 
families from the provisions of this regulation. This exemption may be withdrawn if the 
Health Officer reports that medical attendance aod segregation are not maintained to his 
sutisfaction. 

13. The Magistrate may provide and set apart special barial grounds and cremation 
grounds for plague patients, and it shall be unlawful to barn or bury the corpse of a plague 
patient in any other cremation or burial ground. 

14. The Magistrate may, from time to time, by public notice, prescribe the manner 
in which the corpses of plague patients are to be conveyed to burning or burial grounds. 

15. The Magistrate may, in his disoretion, pay compensation to any person who 
has sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done under the powers 
conferred by these regulations: provided, however, that no person shall be entitled-as of 
right to claim any compensation whatsoever. ’ 

16. All expenses incurred in carrying out these regulations shall, in the first instance, 
be paid from the Municipal Fund, but the Magistrate may recover from any person avy 
amount which such person would under similar circumstances be liable to pay to the 
Commissioners under the Bengel Municipal Act, 1884,

VIII.—Students guilty of breaches of these rules shall be punished by exclusion from 
examinations, by class degradation, by fine (of a greater or less amount according as his 
parent or guardian may be implicated in the offence ot not), by corporal punishment, or in 
such other way as the Inspector of Schools may think fit to direct. 

IX.—A student shall not, on admission to a school, be placed in a class higher than 
that in which he was in the school he has quitted, or if he has passed the annual examination 
for promotion, then the next higher class. 

For the purposes of this rule, the first class of an upper primary school corresponds to 
the third class of a middle school, the second class to the fourth class, and so on. 

X.—Wilful transgression or colourable evasion of any of these rules will render a 
school liable to forfeit the right of sending up candidates for the scholarship examinations, 
and also to the loss of any grant-in-aid which it may be receiving from public funds,

entail the loss of his appointment. 

12, During the course of study, the proficiency of the students will be tested by perio- 
dical examinations, and on the termination of their studigg thore will be a final examination. 
Eachsstudent may also, at the discretion of the Secretary of State Tor India, be required to 
appear before the Medical Board at the expiration of the first year of residence at the College, 
and should the result be unsatisfactory, he cannot claim to be allowed to complete the 
courses : 

18" The subjects enumerated in paragraph 10 are grouped in certain main branches 
of study,* and a fixed minimum of qualification is required in each branch and in the subjects 
taught during the forest tours, as well as a certain minimum for all branches taken together. 
Students who obtain these minima will receive the College diploma in forestry. 

14. Candidates who have obtained this diploma and are found to be of sound constitu- 
tion and free from physical defects which would render them unsuitable for employment in 
the Forest Department (the final decision on which points will rest with the Becretary of 

. State for India), will be appointed Assistant Conservators in the Forest Department of India 
in the order of their standing at the end of the final examination. They will be allowed 
before leaving the College to state their preference in respect to the Provinces to which they 
desire to be allotted ; but the distribution will be madeto the several Provinces according to 
the needs of the public service, at the discretion of the Secretary of State for India after con- 
sulting the President of the College and the Principal Professor of Forestry. Officers are, 
however, at all times liable to be transferred from one province to another at the pleasure 
of the overnment of India, 

15. Within a month of his nomination as Assistant Conservator, each nominee must 
sign articles of agreement describing the terms and conditions of his appointment ; he must 
embark for India when required to do so by the Secretary of State, and will be provided 
with a free passage. Failure to embark at the stated time will, in the absence of satisfactory 
explanation, lead to forfeiture of appointment. 

16. The pay of an Assistant Conservator of Forests will begin from the date of reporting 
arrival in India. Probationcrs who acquit themselves credifably during their course at 
Oooper’s Hill College will begin on a salary of Rs, 859 a month. It will, however, rest 
with the President of the College, in consultation with the Principal Professor of Forestry, 
to decide whether any of the probationers, though they have obtained the College diploma 
in Forestry, have failed to deserve that rate of initial salary. Such probationers, if any, will 
begin on.a salary of Rs. 250 a month ; and_this difference of salary will continue until the 
first departmental examination is passed in India.

(c) The vessels referred to ia this Article, when not making way through the water, shall 
not carry the side lights, but when making way shall carry them. 

(d) The lights and shapes required to be shown by this Article are to be taken by other 
vessels as signal that the vessel showing them is not under command and cannot therefore 
get out of the way. 

These signals are not signals of vessels in distress and requiring assistance. Such 
signals sre contained in Article 31. 

Article 5.—A sailing vessel under way, and any vessel being towed, shall carry. the same 
lights as are prescribed by Article 2 for a steam vessel undor way, with the exception of the 
white lights mentioned therein which they shall never carry. ‘ 

Article 6.—Whenever, as in the case of small vessels under way during bad weather, the 
green and red side-lights cannot be fixed, these lights shall be kept at hand lighted and ready 
for use ; and shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited on their respective 
sides in sufficient time to prevent collision, in such manner as to make them most visible, 
and so that the green light shall not be seen on the port side nor the red light on the star- 
board side, nor, if practicable, more than 2 points abaft the beam on their respective sides, 

To make the use of these portable lights more certain and easy, the lanterns containing 
them shall each be painted outside with the colour of the light they respectively contain, 
and shall be provided with proper screens. 

Article'?.—Steam vessels of less than 40, and vessels under oars or sails of less than 20, 
tons gross tonnage, respectively, and rowing boats, when under way, shall not be obliged to 
carry the lights mentioned in Article 2 (a) (b) and (c), but if they do not carry them, they 
shall be provided with the following lights :— 

1. Steam vessels of less than 40 tons shall carry ; 


(2) In the fore part of the vessel, or on or in front of the funnel where it can best 
be seen, and at a height above the gunwale of not less than 9 feet, a brignt 
white light constructed and fixed as prescribed in Article 2 (a), and of such a 

. character as to be visible at a distance of at least 2 miles, 


(2) Green and red side-lights constructed and fixed as prescribed in Article 2 (4) 
aud (c), and of such a character asto be visible ata distance of at least 
1 mile, or a combined lantern showing a green light ard a red light from 
right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on their respective sides. Such lautern 
shall be carried not less than 3 feet below the white light. 


2, Small steamboats, such as are carried by sea-going vessels, may carry the white 
light at a less height thau 9 feet above the guowale, but it shall be carried above the: com- 
bined lantern, mentioned in subdivision 1 (3). 

8. Vessels under oars or sails, of less than 20 tons, shall have ready at hand a lantern 
with a green glass on one side and a red glass on the other, which, on the approach of or 
two other vessels, shall be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, so that the green 
light shall not be seen on the port side uor the red light on the starboard side. 

4. Rowing boats, whether under oars, or sail, shall have ready at hand a lantern 
showing a white light, which shall be temporarily exhibited in sufficient time to preveut 
collision. 

The vessels referred to in this Article shall not be obliged to carry the lights prescribed 
by Article 4 (az) and Article 11, last paragraph. ‘ 

Article 8.—Pilot vessels, when engaged on their station on pilotage duty «biti? aiot 
show the lights required for other vessels, but shall carry a white light at the masthead, 
vissible all round the horizon, and shall also exhibit a flaro-up light or flare-up lights at short

The white light required to be shown by this Article may be fixed and carried in a 
lantern, bat in suck case the lantern shall be so constructed, fitted, ‘and screened that it shall 
throw an unbroken light dver an are of the horizon of 12 points of the compass, viz., for. 
6 points from right afc on each side of the vessel, so as to be visible at a distance of at least 
1 mile. Such light shall be carried as nearly as practicable on the same level as the side- 
lights. 

. Article 11.—A vessel under 150 feet in lenght, when at anchor, shall carry forward, 
where it can best be seen, but at a height not exceeding 20 feet abuve the bull, a white light 
in a lantern as cnstructed »s to show a cleer uniform and unbroken light visible all round 
the horizon at a distance of at least 1 mile. 

A vessel of 150 feet or upwards in length, when at anchor, shall carry in the forward 
part of the vessel, at a height of not less than 20, and not exceeding 40 fect abuve the hull, 
one such light and at or near the stern of the vessel, and at such a height that it shall be not 
less than 15 feet lower than the forward light, another such light. 

The length of a vessel shall be deemed to be the length appearing in her certificate of 
registry, 

' i sade! aground in or near a fairway shall carry the above light or lights and the two 
red lights prescribed by Article 4 (a). f } 

Article 12.—Every vessel may, if necessary in order to attract attention, in addition to 
the lights which she is by these Rules required to carry, show a flare-up light or use any 
detonating signal that cannot be mistaken for a distress signal. 

Article 18.—Nothing in these Rules shall interfere with the operation of any special 
rules made by the Government of any nation with respect to additional station and signal 
lights for two or more ships of war or for vessels sailing under convoy, or with the exhibition 
of recoguition signals adopted by shipowners, which have been authorized by their respective 
Governments and duly registered and published. 

Article 14,.—A steam vessel proceeding under sail only, but having her funnel up, shall 
carry in daytime, forward, where it can best be seon, one black ball or shape 2 feet in 
diameter, 


Sound-Signals for Fog, ete. 


Article 15.—All signals prescribed by this Article for vessels under way shall be given ; 

1. By “steam vessels” on the whistle or siren. 

2. By “sailing vessels and vessels towed” on the fog-horn. 

The words “prolonged blast” used in this Article, shall mean a blast of from 4 to 6 
seconds’ duration. 

A steam vessel shall be provided with an efficient whistle or siren, sounded by steam or 
some substitute for steam, so placed that the sound may not be intercepted by any obstrao- 
tion, aud with an efficient fog-horn,to be sounded by {mechapical means, and also with an 
efficient bell.+ A sailing vessel of 20 tons gross tonnage or upwards shall be provided with 
a similar fog-horn and bell. 

In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain storms, whether by day or night, the signals 
described in this Article shall be used as follows, viz, :— 


(a) A steam vessel having way upon her, shall sound, at intervals of not more than 
2 minutis, a prolonged blast. 

(b) A steam. yessel under way, but stopped and having no way upon her, shall sound 
at intervals of uot more than 2 minutes, 2 prolonged blasts, with an inter- 
val of abont 1 second between them. 

(c) A sailing vessel under way shall sound, at intervals of not more than 1 mipute, 
when on tke starboard taek one blast, when on the port tack two blasts in 
succession, and when with the wind abaft the beam three blasts in suc- 
cession. 

(d) A vessel, when at anchor, shall, et intervals of not more than 1 minute, ring the 

bell rapidly for about 5 seconds. 

SS @ A vessel, when towing a vessel employed in laying or in picking up a telegraph 
wi cable, and a vessel under way, which is unable to get out of the way of an 
approaching vessel through being not under command, or unable to mancuvre 
" as required by these Rules, shall, instead of the signals prescribed in sub-divi- 
sions (a) and (c) of the Article, at intervals of not more than 2 minutes, sound 
three blasts in succession, viz., one prolonged blast followed by two short blasts, 

A vessel towed may give this signal and she sball not give any other. | 


Sailing-vessels and boats of less than 20 tons gross tonnage shall not be obliged to give 


the above-mentioned signals, but if they do not, they shall make some other efficient sound- 
signal at intervals of uot more than 1 minute.

Article 16.—Every vessel shall, in a fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain-storms, go at 
a moderate speed having careful regard to the existing circumstances and conditions. 

A steam vessel heariny, apparently forward of her beam, the fog-signal of a vessel the 
position of which is not ascertained, shall, so far as the circumstances of the case admit, stop 
her engines, and then navigate with caution until danger of collision is over. , 


Steering and Sailing Rules. 
Preliminary—Risk of Collision. 


Risk of collision can, when circumstances permit, be ascertained by carefully watching 
the compass bearing of an approaching vessel. If the bearing does not appreciably change, 
such risk should be deemed to exist, 

Article 17,—When two sailing vessels are approching one another, so as to involve risk 
of collision, one of them shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, viz:— 


(a) A thar “aeBos is running free shall keep out of the way of a vessel which is close- 
auled, , 

(2) A vessel which is close hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way ofa 
vessel which is close-hauled on the starboard tack, 

(c) When both are running free, with the wind on different sides, the vessel which 
has the wind on the port side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

(@) When both are running free, with the wind on the same side, the vessel which is 
to wiadward shall keep out of the way of the vessel which is to leeward, 

(e) A vessel which has the wind a(t shall keep out of the way of the other vessel, 
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Article 18.—When two steam vessels are meeting end on, or nearly end on, 80 as to 
involve risk of collision, each shall alter her course to starboard, so that each may pass on the 
port side of the other. 


This Article only applies to cases where vessels are meeting end on, or nearly end on, 
in such @ manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply to two 
vessels which must, if both keep ou their respective courses, pass clear of 
each other. ; 

The only cases to which it does apply are when each of the two vessels is end on, or 
nearly end on, to the other; in other words to cases in which, by day, each 
in the masts of the other in a line, or nearly ina line, with her own; 
and, by night, to cases in which each vessel is in such a position as to see 
both the side-lights of the other. 

It does not apply, by day, to cases in which a vessel sees another ahead crossing her 
own course ; or by night to cases where the red light of one vessel is opposed 
to the red light of the other, or where the green light of one vessel is opposed 
to the green light of the other, or where a red light without a green light, or 
a green light without a red light, is seen ahead, or where both green and red 
lights are seeu any where but ahead. 


Article 19.— When two steam vessels are crossing, so as to involve risk of collision, the 
vessel which has the other on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the other, 

Article 20.— When a steam vessel and’ a sailing vessel are proceeding in such directions 
as to involve risk of collision, the steam vessel shall keep out of the way of the sailing 
vessel, 

Article 21,—Where by any of the Rules ono of two vessels is to keep out of the way, 
the other shall keep her course and speed. 

Note.—When, in cousequence of thick weather or other causes, such vessel finds her- 
self 89 close that collision cannot be avoided by the action of thre giving-way vessel alone, 
she also sha)l take such action as will best aid to avert collision, (See articles 27 and 29.) 

Article 22.—Every vessel which is directed by these Rules to keep out of the way of 
another vessel shall, if the circumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing ahead of the 
other. 

Article 23.—Every steam vessel, which is directed by these Rules to keep out of the 
way of another vessel shall on approaching her, if neceasary, slacken her speed or stop or 
reverse. 

Article 24.— Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules, every vessel, over- 
taking any other, shall keep out of the way of the overtuken vessel. 


Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any direction more than two 
points abafr, her beam, i.¢., in such a position, with reference to the vessel 
which she is overtaking, that at night she would be unable to see either of 
that vessel’s side-lights, shall be deemed to be an overtaking vessel; and 
no subsequent alteration of the bearing between the two vessels shail make 
the overtaking vessel a crossing vessel within the meaning of these a, 
or relieve her of the duty of keeping clear of the overtaken vessel unti 
she is finally past and clear. 
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’ As by day the overtaking vessel cannot always know with certainty whether she 
is forwarded of or abaft this direction from the other vessel, she should, ~ 
if in doubt, assume that sho is an overtaking vessel and keep out of the 
way. 

Article 25.—In narrow channels every steam vessel shall, when it is safe and practicable, 
keep to that side,of fair-way or mid channel which lies on the starboard side of such vessel. 

Article 26.—Sailing vessels under way shall keep out of the way of sailing vessels or 
boats, fishing with nets or lines, or trawls, This Rule shall not give to any vessel or boat 
engaged in fishing the right of obstructing @ fairway used by vessels other than fishing-vessels 


or boats. . 
Article 27.—In obeying apd construing these Rules, due regard shall be had to all 


dangers of navigation and collision, and to auy special circumstances whioh may render a 


departure from the above rules necessary in order to avoid immediate danger. 


Sound Signals for Vessels in Sight of one anothor. 


Article 28.—The words «short blast”? used in this Article shall mean a blast of about 


one seconds duration 
When vessels are in sight of one another, a steam vessel under way, in taking any course 


© authorized or required by these Rules, shall indicate that course by the following signals on 
" her whistle or siren, Viz. :— 
One short blast to mean, “ I am directing my course to starboard.”’ 
Two short blasts to moan, “ 1 am directing my course to port.” 


Three short blasts to mean, “ My engines are going full speed astern.” 


No Vessel under any Circumstances to neglect proper Procautions. 


Article 29.—Nothing in these Rules shall exonerate any vessel, or the owner, or master, 
or crew, thereof, from the consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of any 
neglect to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any precaution which may be required 
by the ordinary practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the case. . 


Reservation of Rules for Harbours and Inland Navigation. 


Article 30.—Nothing in these Rules shall interfere with the operation of a special rule, 
duly made by local authority, relative to the navigation of any harbour, river, or inland 


waters.

Article 3.—A steam vessel when towing another vessel shall, in addition to her side- 
lights, carry two bright white lights in a vertical linv one over the other, not less than 6 feet 
apart, and when towing more than one vessel shall carry an additional bright white light 6 
feet above or below such lights, if the length of the tow, measuring from the stern of the 
towing vessel to the stern of the last vessel towed exceeds 600 feet, Hach of these lights shall 
be of the same construction and character, and shall be carried in the same position as the 
white light mentioned in Article 2 (a), except the additional light, which may be carried at a 
height of not less than 14 feet above the hull. 

Such steam vessel may carry a small white light abaft the funnel or aftermast for the 
vessel towed to steer by, but such light shall not be visible forward of the beam. 


Article 4 (2).—A vessel which from any accident is not under command shall carry at the 
same height as the white light mentioned in Article 2 (a), where they can best be seen, and, 
if a steam vessel, in lieu of that light two red lights, in a vertical line one over the other, not 
less than 6 feet apart, and of such a character as to be visible all round the horizon at a dis- 
tance of at least 2 miles, and shall by day carry in a vertical line one over the other not less 
than 6 feet apart, where they can best be seen, two black balls or shapes each 2 feet in 
diameter. 

(6) A vessel employed in laying or in picking up a telegraph cable shall carry in the 
same position as the white light mentioned in Article 2 (a), and if a steam vessel, in lieu 
of that light, three lights in a vertical line one over the other, not less than 6 feet apart, 
The highest and lowest of these lights shall be red, and the middle light shall be white, and 
they shall be of such a character as to be visible al] round the horizon, at a distance of at 
least 2 miles. By day she shall carry in a vertical line one over the other, not less than 
6 feet apart, where they can best be seen, three shapes not less than 2 feet in diameter, of 
which the highest and lowest shall be globular in shape and red in colour, and the middle 
one diamond in shape and white. . 

(c) The vessels referred to in this Article, when not making way through the water, shall 
not carry the side lights, but when making way shall carry them. 

(d) The lights and shapes required to be-shown by this Article are to be taken by other 


vessels as signal that the vessel showing them is not under command and cannot therefore 
get out of the way. 
These signals are not signals of vessels in distress and requiring assistance. Such 


signals are contained in Article 31, ‘ 

Article 5.—A sailing vessel under way, and any vessel being towed, shall carry the same 
lights as are prescribed by Article 2 for a steam vessel under way, with the exception of the 
white lights mentioned therein which they shall never carry. " 
Article 6.—Whenever, as in the case of small vessels under way during bad weather, the 
green and red side-lights cannot be fixed, these lights shall be kept at hand lighted and ready

(b) Green and red side-lights constructed and fixed as prescribed in Article 2 (6) 
and (c), and of such a character as to be visible ata distance of at least 
1 mile, or a combined lantern showing a green light and a red light from 
right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on their respective sides. Such lantern 
shall be carried not less than 3 feet below the white light. 


2. Small steamboats, such as are carried by sea-going vessels, may carry the white 
light at a less height than 9 feet above the gunwale, but it shall be carried above the com- 
bined lantern, mentioned in subdivision 1 (0). 

3. Vessels under oars or sails, of less than 20 tons, shall have ready at band a lentern 
with a greon glass on one side and a red glass on the other, which, on the approach of or 
two other vessels, shall be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, so that the green 
light shall not be seen on the port side nor the red light on the starboard side. 

4, Rowing boats, whether under oars, or sail, shall have ready at hand a lantern 
showing a white light, which shall be temporarily exhibited in sufficient time to prevent 
collision. 

The vessels referred to in this Article shall not be obliged to carry the lights prescribed 
by Article 4 (a) and Article 11, last paragraph. 

“Article 8.—Pilot vessels, when engaged on their station on pilotage duty shall not 
show the lights reqaired for other vessels, but shall carry a white light at the masthead, 
vissible all round the horizon, and shall also exhibit @ flare-up light or flare-up lights at short 
intervals, which shall. never exceed 15 minutes, 

On the near approach of or to other vessels they shall have their side-lights lighted, 
ready for use, and shall flash or show them at short intervals, to indicate the direction in 
which they are heading, but the green light shall not be shown on the port side, nor the red 
light on the starboard side. . 

A pilot-vessel of such a elass as to be obliged to go alongside of a vessel to put a pilot on 
board, may show the white light instead of carrying it at the masthead, and may, instead of 
the coloured lights above mentioned, have at hand ready for use a lantern witha green glass 
on the one side and a red glass on the other, to be used as prescribed above. 

Pilot vessels, when uot engaged on their station on pilotage duty, shall carry lights 
similar to those of other vessels of their tonnage. 


Article 9.* 

‘Article 10.—A vessel which is being overtaken by another shall show from her stern to 
such last-mentioned vessel a white light or a flare-up light. 

The white light required to be shown by this Article may be fixed and carried in a 
Jantern, but in suck case the lantern shall be so constructed, fitted, and screened that it shall 
throw an unbroken light over an are of the horizon of 12 points of the compass, viz., for 
6 points from right aft on each side of the vessel, so as to be visible at a distance of at least 
4 amie, Such light shall be carried as nearly as practicable on the same level as the side- 
ights. 

‘Article 11.—A vessel under 150 feet in lenght, when at anchor, shall carry forward 
where it can best be seen, but at a height not exceeding 20 feet above the hull, a white light 
in a lantern as ccnstructed as to show a clear uniform and unbroken light visible all round 
the horizon at a pepsin of at least 1 mile.

Article 14.—A steam vessel proceeding under sail only, but having her funnel up,

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Sound-Signals for Fog, ete. 


Article 15.—All signals prescribed by this Article for vessels under way shall be given ; 

1. By “ steam vessels” on the whistle or siren. 

2. By “sailing vessels and vessels towed” on the fog-horn. 

The words “prolonged blast” used in this Article, shall mean a blast of from 4 to 6 
seconds’ duration, 

A steam vessel shall be provided with an efficient whistle or siren, sounded by steam or 
some substitute for steam, so placed that the sound may not be intercepted by any obstruo- 
tion, and with an efficient fog-horn,to be sounded by mechanical means, and also with an 
efficient bell.* A sailing vessel of 20 tons gross tonnage or upwards shall be provided with 
a similar fog-horn and bell. 

In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain storms, whether by day or night, the signals 
described in this Article shall be used as follows, vis, :— ; 

(a) A steam vessel having way upon her, shall sound, at intervals of pot more taan 
2 minutes, a prolonged blast. 

(>) A steam vessel under way, but stopped and having no way upon her, shall sound 
at intervals of not more than 2 minutes, 2 prolonged blasts, with an inter- 
val of about 1 second between them. 

(c) A sailing vessel under way shall sound, at intervals of not more than 1 minute, 
when on the starboard tack one blast, when on the port tack two blasts in 
succession, and when with the wind abaft the beam three blasts in suc- 
cession. 

(d) A vessel, when at anchor, shall, at intervals of not more than 1 minute, ring the 

bell rapidly for about 5 seconds. 

(e) A vessel, when towing a vessel employed in laying or in picking up a telegraph 
cable, and a vessel under way, which is unable to get out of the way of an 
approaching vessel through being not under command, or unable to mancuvre 
as required by these Rules, shall, instead of the signals prescribed in sub-divi- 
sions (a) and (c) of the Article, at intervals of not more than 2 minutes, sound 
three blasts in succession, viz., one prolonged blast followed by two short blasts. 
A vessel towed may give this signal and she shall not give any other. 

Sailing-vessels and boats of less than 20 tons gross tonnage shall not be obliged to give 


the above-mentioned signals, but if they do not, they shall make some other efficient sound- 
signal at intervals of not more than 1 minute. 


Speed of Ships to be Moderate in Fog, ete. 


Article 16.—Every vessel shall, in a fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain-storms, go at 
a moderate speed having careful regard to the existing circumstances and conditions, 
A steam vessel hearing, apparently forward of her beam, the fog-signal of a vessel the 
ition of which is not ascertained, shall, so far as the circumstances of the case admit, stop 
er engines, and then navigate with caution until danger of collision is over. 


Steering and Sailing Rules. 


Preliminary—Risk of Collision. 


Risk of collision can, when circumstances permit, be ascertained by carefully watching 
the compass bearing of an approaching vessel. If the bearing does not appreciably change, 


. such risk should be deemed to exist. 


Article 17,—When two sailing vessels are approching one another, so as to involve risk 
of collision, one of ther shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, viz:— 


(a) A wee B irags is running free shall keep out of the way of a vessel which is close- 


a 

(2) A vessel which is close hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way ofa 
vessel which is close-hauled on the starboard tack. . 

(ec) When both are running free, with the wind on different sides, the vessel which 
has the wind on the port side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

(@) When both are running free, with the wind on the same side, the vessel which is 
to windward shall keep out of the way of the vessel which is to leeward. 

(e) A vessel which has the wind aft shall keep out of the way of the other vessel. 


Article 18.—When two steam vessels are meeting end on, or nearly end on, so as to 
involve risk of collision, each shall alter her course to starboard, so that each may pass on the 
port side of the other. 

This Article only applies to cases where vessels are meeting end on, or nearly end on, 
in such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply ag 
vessels which must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass clear 
each other.

Article 20.—When a steam vessel and a sailing vessel are proceeding in such directions 
as to involve risk of collision, the steam vessel shall keep out of the way of the sailing 
vessel. 

Article 21.—Where by any of the Rules one of two vessels is to keep out of the way, 
the other shall keep her course and speed. 

Note.— When, in consequence of thick weather or other causes, such vessel finds her- 
self so close that collision cannot be avoided by the action of the giving-way vessel alone, 
she also shall take such action as will best aid to avert eollision. (See articles 27 and 29.) 

Article 92.—Every vessel which is directed by these Rules to keep out of the way of 
another vessel shall, if the circumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing ahead of the 
other. 

Article 23.—Every steam vessel, which is directed by these Rules to keep out of the 
way of another vessel shall on approaching her, if neceasary, slacken her speed or stop or 
reverse. 

Article 24.— Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules, every vessel, over- 
taking any other, shall keep out of the way of the overtaken vessel. 


Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any direction more than two 
points abaft, ber beam, i.c., in such a position, with reference to the vessel 
which she is overtaking, that at night she would be unable to see either of 
that vessel’s side-lights, shall be deemed to be an overtaking vessel; and 
no subsequent alteration of the bearing between the two vessels shall make 
the overtaking vessel a crossing vessel within the meaning of these Rules, 
or relieve her of the duty of keeping clear of the overtaken vessel until 
she is finally past and clear. 

As by day the overtaking vessel cannot always know with certain whether she 
is forwarded of or abaft this direction from the other vessel, she should, 
if in doubt, assume that she is an overtaking vessel aud keep out of the 
way. 

Article 25.—In narrow channels every steam vessel shall, when it is safe and practicable, 
keep to that side of fair-way or mid channel which lies on the starboard side of such vessel. 

Article 26.—Sailing vessels under way shall keep out of the way of sailing vessels or 
boats fishing with nets or lines, or trawls. This Rule shall not give to any vessel or boat 
engaged in fishing the right of obstracting a fairway used by vessels other thao fishing-vessels 
or 

Article 27.—In obeying and construing these Rules, due regard shall he had to all 
dangers of navigation and collision, and to any special circumstances which may render a 
departure from the above rules necessary in order to avoid immediate Vanger.

At present the camp contains no aioe cases, and therefore also no con- 
tact cases, but it contains a number of coolies doing construction work. 
Under the above circumstances very strict quarantine cannot be enforced. 
Once, however, construction is finished, the various camps can at any moment 
be strictly segregated and communication stopped.

ton Disinfecting apparatus.—Pending the arrival of a more elaborate disinfecting 
apparatus, which will be ready by the end of the month, the following 

ments have been made, A steam-boiler has been set up in which steam up to 
90 Ibs. to 100 Ibs. pressure can be generated. Steam from this boiler is passed 
into an iron tank, in which the clothes to be disinfected are bung on iron rods. 
This is a “current steam” divinfector only, the tank not being made to stand 
pressure. The clothes are steamed for 20 minutes. Since the bacillus of 
plaguo is non-mobile, non-sporing, and is killed by exposure to a temperature 
of 60° C. for 5 minutes (Klem) or by exposure to a temperature of 20° G, 
Kitasato, I believe the above procedure to be sufficient, provided too many 
clothes.are not introduced into the tank at once, In practice it has been found 
that, owing to the trying nature of the work, the tank becomes very hot, 
The Hospital Assistant who has been placed in charge of the disinfection is 
inclined to overload it with clothes, so as to finish his work uickly and get 
away from the heat surrounding the engine and boiler. If the number of 
suspect cases should increase, we will probably have to obtain the loan of the

Rules concerning Lights. 


Article 2.—The lights mentioned in the following Articles numbered 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
10 and 11, and no others, shall be carried in all weathers, from sunset to sunrise. 
Article 8.—A seagoing steam ship when under way shall carry :— 


(a) On or in front of the foremast, at a height above the hull of not less than 20 feet, 
end if the breadth of the shiv exceeds 20 feet, then at a heiyht above the 
hull not less than such breadth, a bright white light, so constructed as to 
show an uniform and unbroken light over an are of the horizon of 20 
points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light 10 points on each 
side of the ship, viz., from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on 
either side, and of such a character as to be visible on a dark night, with 
aclear atmosphere, at a distance of at least five miles. 

(2) On the starboard side a green light, so constructed as to show an uniferm and 
unbroken light over an are of the horizon of 10 points of the oompass, 80 
fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to two points abatt the beam 
on the starboard side, aud ofsuch a character as to be visible on a dark night 
with a clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles. 
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(d) The said green and red side lights shall be fitted with inboard screens projecting 
~~ “at Jeast 8 feet forward from the light, so as to prevent these lights from 
being seen across the bow. 


Artioe 4.— A steam ship, when towin another ship’ shall, in addition to her side lights, 
carry two bright white lights in-a'vertical lineone over the other, not léss than’3 feet apart, so 
as to distinguish her from other steam ships. Each of these lights shall be of the same con- 
struction and character, and shall be carriéd'in the same position, as the white light which 
other steam ships are required to carry, 

Article & (a)-—A ship, whether a steam ship or a sailing ship, which from any accident is 
‘not under command, shall at night carry in the same position as the whitelight which steam 
ships are required to carry, and, if'a steam ship,.in place of that light, ‘three: red /lights in 
globular lanterns, each not Jessthan 10 inches in diamewr, in a vertical line .one over the 
other not less than ‘three feet apart, and ofssuch a character as to be visible ona dark night 
with a clear atmosphere at a distance of atleast two miles ; and shall by day carry ina 
vertical line one over the other, not less than three feet apart, in front of but:not lower than 
her furemast head, three black balls or shapes, each two feet in diameter, 

(5) Aship, whether a steam ship or sailing ship employed in laying or in picking up a 
telegraph cable, shall at night carry in the same position as the white light which steam 
ships are required to carry, and if a steam ship, in place of that:light, three'lights in globular 
lanterns each not less than 10 inches in diameter, in vertical line over one another, not 
less than 6 feet apart ; the highest and lowest of these lights ishall:be red, and the middle 
light shall be white, and they shall be of such a character that the red lights shall be visible 
at the same distance as the white light. By day she shall carry in a vertical line one over 
the other not less than six feet apart, in front of but not lower than her foremast head, 
three shapes not less than two feet in diameter, of which the top and bottom: shall: beglobular 
iu shape and red-in colour, and the middle one diamond ir shape and white. 

(c) The ships referred to in this Article, when not making-any way through the water, 
shall not carry the side lights, but when making way shall carry them. 

(@) The lights and shapes required to be shown by this Article «are: to be: taken by 
other ships as signals that the ship showing them is not under command, and cannot 
therefore get out of the way. The signals to be made by ships in distress and requiring 
assistance are contained in Article 27. 

Article 6.—A. sailing ship under way or bein} towed shall carry the same lights «as are 
provided by Article 3 for a steam ship under wa®) with the exception of the white light, 
which she shall never carry. ‘ 

Article 7.—Whenever, us in the case of omit vessels during bad weather, the green and 
red side lights cannot be fixed, these lights shall be kept:on deck, on their ‘respective sides. of 
the vessel, ready for use; and shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited 
on their respective sides iv sufficient time to prevent collision, in such manner as to make 
them most visible, and so that the green light shall not be ‘seen on the port side nor the 
red light on the starboard side. 

To make the use of these portable lights more certain and easy, the lanteras contain- 
ing them shall each be painted outside with the colour of the ‘light they respectively contain, 
and shall be provided with proper screens. 

‘Article 8.—A ship, whether a steam ship or a sailing ship, when at anchor, shall 
carry, where it can best be seen, but at a height not: exceeding 20 feet above the hull, 

‘awhite light, ina globular lantern of not less than S inches in diameter, and so constructed 
as to show a clear uniform avd unbroken light visible all round the horizon, at a distance of 
at least one mile.

Article 10.—Open. boats and fishing vessels of less than 20 ‘tons net registered tonnage, 
when under way and when uot having their nets, trawls, dredges, or lines in the water, shall 
not be obliged tyes, coloured side lights; but every such boat. and vessel shall in lieu 
thereof bave ready at hand a lantern with a green glass.on the oneside, and ared glass on the 

other side, and on approaching to or being approachea by another.vessel such lantern shall 
be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, so thatthe green light shall not be seen on 
the port side nor the red light on the starboard side.

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- (b) All vessels when engaged in fishing with drift nets shall exibit two white lights 

Such lights shall 
be placed so that the vertical distance between them shall be not less than 
6 feet and not more than 10 feet; and so that the horizontal distance 
between them measured in a line with the keel of the vessel shall be not 
less than 5 fect and not more than 10 feet. The lower of these two lights 
shall be the more forward, and both of them shall be of such a character, 
and contained in lanterns of such construction as to show all round the 
horizon, on a dark night with a clear atmosphere, for a distance of not

(c) Fishing vessels and open boats may at any time use a flare-up in addition to the 
lights which they are by this Article required, to carry and show. All flare-up 
lights exhibited by a vessel when trawling dredging, or fishing with any 
kind of drag net shall be shown at the after part of the vessel, expecting that 
if the vessel is hanging by the stern to her trawl, dredge, or drag net, they 
shall be exhibited from the bow. 

(/) Every fishing vessel and every open boat when at anchor between sunset and 
sunrise shall exhibit a white light visible all round the horizon at a distance 
of at least one mile. 

(g) In fog, mist, or falling snow, a drift net vessel attached to her nets and a vessel 
when trawling, dredging or fishing with any kind of drag net, and a vessel 
employed in line fishing with her lines out, shall at intervals of not more than 
two minutes make a blast with her fog horn and ring her bell alternately, 


Article 11, A ship which is being overtaken by another shall show from her stern to 
such last-meutioned ship a white light or a flare-up light. 


Sound signals for fog, &c. 


Article 12. A steam ship shall be provided with a steam whistle or other efficient steam 
sound signal, so placed that the sound may uot be intercepted by any obstructions, and with 
an efficient fog horn to be sounded by a # lows or other mechanical means, and also with an 
efficient bell.” A sailing ship shall be povided with a similar fog horn and bell. 

In fog, mist, or falling snow, whethy \by day or night, the signals described in this 
Article shall be used as follows ; that is to-.ay,— 

(a) A steam ship under way shall make with her steam whistle, or other steam sound 
signal, at intervals of not more than two minutes, a prolonged blast. 

()) A sailing ship under way shall make with her fog horn, at intervals of not more 
than two minutes, when on the starboard tack one blast, when on the port 
tack two blasts in succession, and when with the wind abaft the beam three 
blasts in succession, 

(c) A steam ship and a sailing ship, wheu not under way, shall at intervals of not 
more than two minutes ring the bell. 


Speed of ships to be moderate in fog, &c. 


Article 18. Every ship, whether a sailing ship or steam ship, shall, in a fog, mist, or 
falling snow, go at a moderate speed, 


Steering and Sailing Rules. 
Article 14, When two sailing ships are approaching one another, so as to involve risk 
of collision, one of them shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, viz. :— 
(a) A ship which is running free shall keep out of the way of a ship which is close- 
hauled 


(b) A ship which is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way of a ship 
which is close-hauled on the starboard tack. 

(c) When both are running free with the wind on different sides, the ship which has 
the wind on the port side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

(d) When both are running free with the wind on the same side, the ship which is to 
windward shall keep out of the way of the ship which is to leeward. 

(e) A ship which bas the wind aft shall keep out of the way of the other ship. 


Article 15, If two ships under steam are meeting end on, or nearly end on, so as to 
involve risk of collision, each shall alter her course to starboard, so that each may pass on the 
port side of the other, 

This Article only applies to cases whete ships are meeting end on, or nearly end on, 
in such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply . oo 
which must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass clear of eac .

The only cases to which it does apply are, when each of the two ships is end on, or 
nearly end on, to the other; in other words, to oases in which, by day, each ship 
sces the masts of the other in + or nearly in a line with her own; aod by 
night, to cases in which each ship is in such a position as to see both the side 
lights of the other. 

Tt does not apply by day to cases in which a ship sees another abead crossing her own 
course or by night to cases where the red light of one ship is opposed to the red 
light of the other or where the green light of one ship is opposed to the green 
light of the other, or where a red light without a green light, or a green light 
without a red light, is seen ahead, or where both green and red lights are seen 
anywhere but ahead, : 

Article 16. 1f two ships under steam are crossing so as to involve risk of collision, the 
ship which has the other on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

Article 1”. Uf two ships, one of which is a sailing ship and the other a steam ship, are 
proceeding in such directions as to juvolve risk of collision, the steam ship shall keep out of 
the way of the sailing ship.

Article 20. Notwithstanding anything contained in any preceding Article, every ship, 
whether a sailing sbip or a steam ship, overtaking any other, shall keep out of the way of 
the overtaken stip. 

In narrow channels every steam ship shall, wheu it is safe and practicable, 
keep to that side of the fairway or mid-channel which lies on the starboard side of such 
ship. 

Article 22.—Where by the above rules one of two ships is to keep out of the way, the 
other shall keep her course.

Article 28. In obeying and coustruing i EO due regard shall be had to all 
dangers of navigation, and to any special circums ‘.ces which may render a departure from 
the above rules necossary in order to avoid immediate danger. 


No ship under any circumstances to neglect proper precautions. 


‘Article 2. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any ship, or the owner, or master, 
or crew thereof, from the consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of any 
neglect to keep a proper look out, or of the neglect of any precantion which may be required 
by the ordinary practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the case. 


Reservation of Rules for Harbours and Inland Navigation. 
Article 25. Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the operation of a special rule, 


duly made by local authority, relative to the navigation of any barbour, river, or inland 
navigation, , 


‘ Special lights for Squadrons and Convoys. 


Article 26. Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the operation of any special rules 
made by the Government of any nation with respect to additional station and signal lights 
for two or more ships of war or for ships sailing under couvoy, 

Article 27. When a ship is in distress and requires assistance from other ships or from 
the shore, the following shall be the signals to be used or displayed by her, either together 
or separately, that is to say:

dated the 14th day of Augus: 1879: ‘

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the power vested in Her by section 418 of 
the Merchant Snipping Act, 1894, and onAte joint recommendation of the Admiralty and 
the Board of Trade, and by and with thegidvice of Her Privy Council, is pleased to direct 
that, on and after the Ist day of July 18 e Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea 
contained in the Schedule to the said Orderia Council, dated the 11th day of August 1884, 
except the Article numbered 10 in such Regulations; shall be annulled, and the Begulations 
for Preventing Collisions at Sea contained in Schedule I hereto annexed shall be substituted 
therefor (with the exception aforesaid) and come into operation as regards British ships 
and boats: 

And Her Majesty is further pleased, by virtue of the power vested in Her by section 434 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, and by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to | 
direct that, on and after the 1st day of July 1897, the Regulations or Rules as to signals of 
distress contained in the Schedule to the said Order in Council dated the 11th day of August

SOHEDULE I. 


Preliminary. . 

These. Rules shall be followed by all vessels upon the high seas and in all waters con- 
nected therewith, navigable by sea-going vessels. 

In the following rules every steam vessel which is under sail and not under steam is to 
be considered a sailing vessel, and every vessel under steam, whether under sail or not, is to 
be considered a steam vessel. 

The word “steam vessel” shall include any vessel propelled by machinery. 

A vessel is ‘‘under way” within the meaning of these Rules, when she is not at anchor, 
or made fast to the shore or aground. 


Rules concerning Lights, Se. ’ 
The word “visible” in these Rules, when applied to lights, shall mean visible on a dark 
night with clear atmosphere. : 
Article 1,—The Rules concerning lights shall be complied with in all weathers from 
sunset to sunrise and during such time no other lights which may be mistaken for the 
prescribed lights shall be exhibited, 
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Article 2.—A. steam vessel when under way shall carry— 2 

(a) On or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without a foremast, then in the fore 
part of the vessel, at a height above the hull of not less than 20 feet, and if the 
breadth of the vessel exceeds 20 feet, then ata height above the hull not less 
than such breadth, so, however, that the light need not be carried at a greater 
height above the hull-than 40 feet, a bright white light, so constructed as to 
show an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of 20 points of the compass, 
so fixed as to throw the light 10 points on each side of the vessel, viz., from 
right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on either side, and of such a character 
as to be visible at a distance of at least 5 miles. 

(2) On the starboard side a green light so constructed as to show an unbroken light 
over an arc of the horizon of 10 points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the 
light from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the starhoard side, and 
of such a character as to be visible at a distance of at least 2 miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light so constructed as to show an unbroken light over au 
arc of the horizon of 10 points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light 
from right ahead to 2 pomts abaft the beam on the port side, and of such a 
character as to be visible at a distance of at least 2 miles. 

(d) The said green and red side-lights shall be fitted with inboard screens projecting at 
least 8 feet forward from the light, so as to prevent these lights from being seen 
across the bow. 

(e) A steam vessel when under way may carry an additional white light similar in 
construction to the light mentioned in subdivision (a). These two lights shall 
be so placed in line with the keel that one shall be at least 15 feet higher than 
the other, and in such a position with reference to each other that the lower 
light shall be forward ofthe upper one. The vertical distance between these 
lights shall be less than the horizontal distance. 


Article 8.—A steam vessel when towing another vessel shall, in addition to her side- 
lights, carry two bright white lights in a vertical line one over the other, not less than 6 feet 
apart, and when towing more than one vessel shall carry an additional bright white light 6 
feet above or below such Sos if the length of the tow, measuring from the stern of the 
towing vessel to the stern of the last vessel towed exceeds 600 feet. Hach of these lights shall 
be of the same construction and character, aud shall be carried in the same position as the 
white light mentioned in Article 2 (a), except the additional light, which may be carried at a 
height of not less than 14 feet above the hull. 

Such steam vessel may carry a small white fyit abaft the funnel or aftermast for the 
vessel towed to steer by, but such light shall not bj ;isible forward of the beam, 


Article 4(a).—A vessel which from any accident is not under command shall carry at the

The only cases to ofan ong 2 aha vessels is end on, or 
. nearly end on, to the other; in other words to cases in which, by day, each 
vessel sees tho masts of the other in a live, or nearly in a line, with her own ; 
and, by night, to cases in which each vessel is in such a position as to see 
both the side-lights of the other. 

It does not apply, by day, to cases in which a vessel sees another ahead crossing her 
own course ; or by night to cases where the red light of one vessel is opposed 
to the red light of the other, or where the green light of one vessel is opposed 
to the green light of the other, or where a red light without a green light, or 
a green light without a red light, is seon ahead, or where both green and red 
lights are seen any where but shead, 


Artic'e 19.—When two steam vessels are crossing, so as to involve risk of collision, the 
vessel which has the other on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

Article 20.— When a steam vessel and a sviling vessel are proceeding in such directions 
as to involve risk of culiisiou, the steam vessel shall keep out of the way of the sailing 
vessel, 


Article 21.—-Where by any of the Rules ono of two vessels is to keep out of the way, 
the other shall keep her course and speed. ; 

Note.— When, in consequence of thick weather or other causes, such vessel finds her- 
self so close that collision canhot be avoided by the action of the giving-way vessel alone, 
she also shall take such action as will best aid to avert eo!lision, (See articles 27 and 29.) 

Article 22.—Every vessel which is directed by these Rules to keep out of the way of 
another vessel shall, if the circumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing ahead of the 
other. 

Arlicle 28.—Every steam vessel, which is directed by these Rules to keep out of the 
way of another vessel shall on approaching her, if ueceasary, slacken her speed or stop or 
reverse. 

Article 24.— Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules, every vessel, over- 
taking any other, stall keep out of the way of the overtaken vessel. 


Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any direction more than two 
points abafs, her beam, é¢., in snch a position, with reference to the vessel 
which she is overtaking, thit at night she would be unable to see either of 
that vessel’s side-lights, ¢hull be deemed to be an overtaking vessel; and 
no subsequent alteratiog of the hearing between the two vessels shall make 
the overtuking vessel a chossing vesse] within the meaning of these Rules, 
or relieve her of the duty of oon clear of the overtaken vessel until 
she is finally past and clear. 

As by day the overtaking vessel cannot always know with certainty whether she 
is forwarded cf or abaft this direction from the other vessel, she should, 
if in doubt, assume that she is an overtaking vessel and keep out of the 
way. 

Article 25.—In narrow channels every steam veseel shall, when it is safe and practicable, 
keep to that side of fair-way or mid channel which lies on the starboard side of such vessel. 

Article 26.—Sailing vessels under way shall keep out of the way of sailing vessels or 
boats fishing with nets or lines, or trawls, This Role shall not give to any vessel or boat 
engaged in fishing the right of obstructing a fairway used by vessels other than fishing-vessels 
or boats. 

Article 27.—In obeying and construing these Rules, due regard shall be had to all 
dangers of navigation and collision, and to auy special circumstances which may render a 
depariure irom the above rules necessary in order to avoid immediate danger. 


Sound Signals for Vessels in Sight of one another. 


Article 28.—The words “ short blast” used in this Article shall mean a blast of about 
one seconds duration 

When vessels are in sight of one another, a steam vessel under way, in taking any course 
authorized or required by these Rules, shall indicate that course by the following signals on 
her whistle or siren, viz.:— 


One short blast to mean, “I am directing my course to starboard.” 
Two short blasts to mean, “ 1 am directing my course to port.” 
Three short biasts to mean, “ My engines ure going full speed astern.” 


No Vessel under any Circumstances to neglect proper Precautions, 


Article 29.—Nothing in these Rules shall exonerate any vessel, or the owner, or pe 
or crew, thereof, from the consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, be requi ma 
neglect to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of avy precaution which may 
by the ordinary practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the case. 
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 Raneroation of Rules for Harbours and Inland Navigation, Ree: as 

Article 30.—Nothing in these Rules shall interfere with the operation of a special — 
duly made by local authority, relative to the navigation of any ‘harbour, river, or inlan
